— The application of heat ami 
cold alternately will sometimes dis- 
perse a boll In the early stage. When 
It becomes pnlnful, apply hot fomenui- 
Uoiih frequently, with the wet com- 
press during the Intervals, or apply 
continuously a soft poultice. The wet 
compress covered with oli-s!lk has the 
same ell'ect as the poultice. The kind 
of poultice Is unite immaterial, if it 
be nou-Irritant, for its only valuable 
properties are warmth and moisture. 

When the boll is ripe, that is, when 
a little white vesicle appears near the 
surface, Hb euro may be hastened by 
lanciner with a sharp knife. Thp dis- 
charge may be encouraged by gentle 
pressure, but squeezing boils is a very 
harmful process, anil greatly rotards 
their cure. If Ihey do not discharge 
freely alter open!:;?, poultice a.- apply 
fomentations. Applications Tor the 
trcilmpnf o" bolls, io be effective, 
should be made lj the surrounding tis- 
sues as well as to the boil itself. 

A carbunele is simply a. largo boil. 
A sty is o small one on tbe eyulid. 
Treatment for each is the same as for 
ordinary bolts. 

It 1b a mistaken notion that the 
purulent matter discharged from boils 
are concentrated impurities which pre- 
vioiiHiy exisU-u in the ijiuu.1, Tiiu t ,ua 
Itself is made up of the white blood 
corpuscles, the most precious part of

purities, but most of them are the 
result of the death of tbe tissues, 
which have. auffei-Kd in the Inflamma- 
tion. It is an. undeniable fact that 
many persons experience an improve- 
ment in health aftbr having several 
boila, whatever may bo the explana- 
tion. The contents of a boll are very 
poi&onous to the system when ali- 
roriieti into l!?" blood. Tlolls arc prob- 
ably due to germs. 

UIcei — Old ulcers on various parts 
of the bully are frequently very offen- 
sive as well aB pnlnful. To remove the 
odor remitted by the discharge, wash 
the ulcer thoroughly twice a day in 
a weak solution of carbolic acid or 
promanganate of potash. Tlila applica- 
tion will also do something towards 
IwRlInu: It. b'.it water rircauliiK and 5, 
strict diet are the best remedial 
agents. 

Lice. — Animal parasites of various 
kinds which Infest, the body, abound 
only when their presence is encour- 
aged by filth. Tbey usually disappear 
very quickly \vhpp absolute cleanliness 
is preserved. If they do not. at. once 
vanish, tbe application of an ointment 
made of ono part of Scotch pnuir to 
two of lard will speedily destroy them. 
This ointment is quite poisonous, and 
should be ijuiukly removed after thor- 
ough application.

Tqe Christian World 
and Its Unknown God.

The pagans of old disbelieved In 
their own gods. This hardly surpris- 
ing fact led to the erection of an altar 
with this oracular Inscription, "To the 
unkuown God !'* The nominal Christ- 
fan world of the present time is open 
to the indictment of practical, if not 
theoretical, Ignorance of the Holy 
Spirit in HIb Divine offices as Chief 
Operator and Dispenser of the hleaa- 
Ings of the Gospel period. What is 
urgently needed on the part of the 
Individual Christ-follower, and uf the 
collective church, is a return to the at- 
titude of the Pentecostal, upper-room 
seekers, upon whom was poured out 
"the gift of the Holy Ghost" 

The state of the world to-day is 
appalling In the light of the Indisput- 
able fact that on the Divine side there 
has ever been a sufficiency of redemp- 
tive plan, method, and power for sav- 
ing 1L Revelation In this matter could 
not be more clear. The culpability and 
awful responsibility rest on the human 
side alone. 

Most men admit their assent to the 
fact of God as Supreme. A lesser num- 
ber honor the Son, even as they honor 
the Father. A smaller proportion still 
It Is that practically knows anything 
of Him wbo was sent to be on earth 
the executive of the Godhead — the 
Holy Spirit 

Jesus clearly said. "It is expedient 
for you that I go away. . . The 
Comforter, which Is the Holy Ghost, 



the Father v/i!l send in My name." For 
Him Jesus claimed the essentials of 
Deity, and demanded recognition, ac- 
ceptance,, homage, and obedience as 
His (the Spirit's) due. ThUB the hal- 
lowed benediction la In the three-fold 
name of Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, 
as was also the commission to the 
early disciples to "go into all the world 
and preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture." To recognize this order of 
Divine truth is vastly Important In 
results. The manifestation of the 
Spirit Is part of the Divine plan. These 
days are Intended to be days of the 
Holy Ghost, when all things relating 
to salvation — tbe life, death, suffering, 
crucifixion, and resurrection of Jesus 
ChrlBt— should ever he presented lu 
"the demonstration of the Spirit and 
with power," The outpourings of the 
Spirit at Pentecost — and after — were 
Intended ae examples for each succeed- 
ing generation, that all might he saved 
and come to a knowledge of the truth. 
The most oft-hand perusal of the 
subject as given in the Bible Is suffi- 
cient for overwhelming evidence to 
establish the truth. Tbe personal 
presence and Gospel agency of tho 
Holy Spirit were foretold by Isaiah, 
by Ezeklel, and others of the Old 
Testameut. Christ and His apostles 
have declared it in the New.

it is extremely ptczsing that a war 
■which h=3 ccst 5SC biUSca one hundred 
and fifteen millions of dollars and 
twenty-one thousand lives, ban been 
brought to a close. 'The following Is a 
full text of the terms of peace : 

of the British Government ; His 
Excellency Mr. Steyn, General 
Bremner, General C. R. De- 
Wet and Judge Hcrtzog, acting 
in bshalf of the Orange Free State. 
and General Schalk Burger, Gen- 
eral Reltz, General Louis Botha 
arid General Dolarej', ieUBg in be- 
half of their respective burghers, 
desiring to Lermlnate the present 
hostilities, agree to the lOilowiug 
terms : 
First The hurghcr forces In the 
fleld will forthwith lny down their 
arms and band over all guns, rifles, 
ammunition of war In their possession 
or under their control, and desist from 
further resistance and acknowledge 
King Edward' VH. as their lawful 
Sovereign. The manner and details of 
tfiiu Bun'ender will ha arranged ho- 
tween Lord Kitchener and Command- 
ant-General Botha, assisted by General 
Delarey and Chief Commandant De- 
Wet. 

Second— All burghers outside the 
limits of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, and all prisoners of war 
at present outside South Africa, who 
are burghers, will, on duly declaring 
their acceptance of the position of 
subject! of His MajeBty, he brought 
back to their homes as soon as means 
of transportation can be provided and 
means of subsistence assured. 

Third — That burghers so returning 
will not be deprived of their pergonal 
liberty or property. 
Fourth — No proceedings, civil or 

burghers surrendering or so returning 
for any act In connection with the 
prosecution of the war. 

The benefits of this clause do not 
extend tn certain acts contrary to the 
usages of war, which had been notified 
by the Commander-in-Chief to the 
Boer Generals, and which shall be 
tried by court-martial after the close 
of hostilities. 

Fifth — The Dutch language shall be 
taught In the public schools of the 
Transvaal and Orange River Colony, 
where the parents desire it, and will 
be allowed in the courts oi law for the 



bescflt of more cScctua! ndmlnlstra- 
tlou of justice. 

Sixth — Possession of rines will be 
allowed In the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony to persons requiring 
them for thelr'protectlon,- on taking 
out a license according to law. 

Seventh — The military administra- 
tion of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony will, at the earliest pos- 
sible date, be succeeded by a civil 
government, and, as soon as circum- 
stances ptermlt representative Institu- 
tions leading up to self-government 
will be Introduced. 

- Eighth — The question of granting 
the franchise to natives will not be 
decided until after the Introduction of 
self-government. 

Ninth — No special tax will be im- 
posed on landed property in the Trans- 
vaal or Orange River Colony to defray 
the expenses of the war. 

Tc-iith — 3o guiVh as the conditions 
permit it a commission on which the 
local Inhabitants will be represented 
will be appointed In each district of 
tho Transvaal and Orange River Col- 
ony, under the presidency of a Magis- 
trate or other official, for the purpose 
of asK< sting in the restoration of tbe 
people to their homes, and supplying 
those who, owing to war losses, are 
unable to provide for themselves with 
food and shelter, and tbe necessary 
amount of seed, stock, and implements, 
etc.. Indispensable to the resumption 
of the former occupants. 

His Majesty's Government ™Ill place 
at the disposal of these commissions 
the sum of three million pounds ster- 
ling ($16,000,000) and will allow all 
the notes Issued under the law of 1900 
of the South African Republic and all 
receipts given up to officers In the fleld 
of the late Republics, or under their 
orders, to be presented to a judicial 
'cnmmlsslon, v.'!:!ch ™!H be appointed 
by tbe Government, and If such notes 
and receipts are found by tbls com- 
mission to have been duly Issued in 
return for valuable considerations they 
will bo rccn'ved by the flrst-named 
commissions a.a evidence of war losses 
suffered by ths persons to which they 
were originally given. 

In addition to the above-named free 
grant of three million pounds sterling, 
His Majesty's Government will pre- 
pare to make advances on loan for the 
same purposes free of Interest for two 
years and afterwards, repayable over a 
period of years, with 3 per cent, inter- 
est. No foreigner or rebel will be 
entitled to benefit under this clause. 



upon what amounts to the neelect of 
the Spirit, the first acts will be those 
of sorrow and repeutance. The bap- 
tism of "the Holy Ghost and Are" will 
give a charm to the Bible, to prayer, 
to salvation efforts never before 
known, and the results will Increase in 
quantity and quality dally. 

2. We muBt abandon, some religious 
'and conventional notions. If a people 

will be Spirlt-fllled, they must be 
Spirit-led. God's most useful saints 
have been those of unusual method 
and action. The soul can easily know 
tbe voice of the Spirit. Outward props 
and adornments must not he allowed 
to take the place of heart-worship. 
Much of ritualism and ceremonial 
would go at one sweep if the Spirit 
of God came In. These thiugs are 
necessary to maintain the form of 
religion wlmn the vital force Is absent. 
The lesson to the Samaritan woman 
was plain : "God is a Spirit, and they 
that worship Him must worship Him 
in spirit and in truth." Au the Jewish 
temple ritual fell before the new era 
of heart-worship, so will all others that 
hinder the Spirit's work. 

3. We must be Instantly obedient to 
Divine Tight and leading. "Thoy were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost and be- 
gan to speak. . . ." That is one 
special form of the Splrit-fllled life. 
The tongue Is a consecrated, sanetlned 
instrument for Him. Each man and 
woman became a messenger of the 
Gospel. The power lu the message 
and the messenger was tbe active pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. As It was in 
the beginning it should be now. God 
does much in particular acts of detail 
with each servant of His. No two 
experiences are probably alike, but the 
eternal principle of Divine love in 
exercise never changes. Instant obed- 
ience In testimony, prayer, and In all 
matters relating to the soul is absolute- 
ly required. 

4. The lire or the Spirit must be 
cultivated and mainlined, The en- 
trance into the Holy Ghost life is a 
simple path that any can follow. Par- 
don for sins through faith In Jesus ; 
lieart-purtty by whole surrender and 
faltb in the blood ; recognition of, 
and more and more of abandonmeuL to 
the Spirit for His Indwelling presence 
and power— these are usually the suc- 
cessive steps m faith and practice. 
The maintenance of such a life Is by 
o. continual recollection of tbe facts: 
oi one's standing in Christ, and the 
exercise, moment by moment, of the 
faith that brings every needed hleBsIng 
to the soul. The Spirit hears His 07fn 
witness to our spirit. 

The Holy Ghost has this representa- 
tive work with us to-day. Individual 
wnrlwrn fnr God here a =! j there are 
full of power by the presence of the 
Lord. They snatch souls as brands 
from the burning. The church must 
anfiwer for Itself, but will tbe Army 
uDldlcrs In every corps rise up eg one 
man to fulfil tbe conditions and claim 
the promise ? It can be done, for that 
promise is "unto ub and to our child- 
ren, and to all that are afar off, even 
to cb many as the Lord our God shall 
call." Then will Pentecost occur all 
over tho Territory- Lord Jesus, hasten 
the time ! Amen.

SAVING SOCIETY'S WASTE. 

We have referred previously In one 
cr two iij stances to the great advance 
made in connection vtth the Bcclal 
work in Australasia, but our story 
would not be complete if we did not 
give a few additional particulars. 

It is too apparent that there are 
scattered all over the world large num- 
bers of men, and women as well, who 
seem tc be of little, if any, use to 
society. Anstralasia Is no excepliun 
In Ui!k mailer. 

A " waste man " Is a significant, 
though at first sight unintelligible, 
title, but at the same time there are 
thousands of living examples of them. 
'I'hri i^reat End m^id! 1 * rcvolvii^ wheel 
of social life casts off, at every revolu- 
tion, broken and battered specimens 
ol waste humanity. 

It is reasonable to expect that theae 
will be unable to resist the stream of 
lnEt-.enc.es, in the rush of lire, that 
tends downward, and carries them Into 



name and a fortune. The laws of Aus- 
tralasia are beneficent and successful 
in producing a prosperous and, wltbal, 
a contented people on the whole. This 
mi.cS uay be conceded, but that they 
do so at tbe cost of an enormous waste 
of human material is also a self-evid- 
ent fact. The cumbersome machinery 
of the State legal sud penal depart- 
ments creates a continual accumula- 
tion of waste men, waste women, and 
waste children. Likewise the social 
conditions of this, one of thfc most 
prosperous countries In the world, ap- 
pears to create a pile of human refuse, 
a contaminating mass of humanity. 

Those who can Introduce a auccens- 
fui system which will transform this 

to society regenerated, must earn the 
gratitude of their fellow-men. No hu- 
man system, unaided by Divine power, 
can succeed to any great extent, for 
true regeneration must begin with- a 
change of heart Thus for every res- 
cued Individual, and for every meed of

the depths of poverty, crime, disgrace, 
and despair, ft Ie, nevertheless, sad, 
and creates a fervent wish for some 
great moral machinery that will 
dredge for them, and restore them to 
honesty and virtue. 

There Is waste in almost every pro- 
cess wLere tS-Bie in activity or via, 
and there is an enormous amount of 
thought expended upon mechanism 
that will utilize it- Look within the 
cotton mm ; they are manufacturing 
calico. Jt is an elaborate process, from 
cleansing the raw cotton up to tho 
loom. Spindles of every size and 
saccd are revolving thousands of Uuies 
s. minute ; uubbiua and cops, of var- 

spinning for weft or woof'; yet every 
machine. In addition to its genuire pro- 
duction, ■efclch Is carried forward to 
iue next process, creates waste mater- 
ial. 

What to do with it Is no easy ques- 
tion for the manager to decide ; in 
fact, the proportion of waste will large- 
ly affoct the measure of profit when 
the "cloth," as it la termed, is com- 
pleted. Some of the waste Is taken 
back to the "devil," and torn up again 
to be re-epun ; other portions aro sold 
for very inferior purposes. The in- 

vide for its utilisation, may make a 



success, the glory must be given to 
God, It la, however, well understood 
that the Divine works through the hu- 
man, and a perfected human machlue 
ie serviceable, and can assist In the 
restoration of broken human material. 

The past fow years have beeu full 
ot progression In the development of 
the Men's Social Work of the Army 
in Australasia, as, In fact, all over the 
world. 

The "waste" people from the jails 
and penal establishments, whose sal- 
vation, If unaided, Is almost hopeless, 
have received much consideration. The 
PrlHon-fJAfo Wnrb In Asicti-aissia rrnrl 
but a small beginning. The late Cul- 
oac-1 cartel', wiiuue uieuiury wiii al- 
ways be fragrant in Australia, initiated 
the first unpretentious Home, and the 
work iur"uwii.b. grow steadily and per- 
sistently in public favor and genuine 
Interest : but tho last few years have 
seen a rapid development In the char- 
acter and quality of the Homes, Even 
now the effort is by no means com- 
monsurate with the need, there being 
about 6,000 criminals incarcerated in 
the jails of Australia. 

Although of late years tho number 
of Institutions has hot grown, the 
accommodation has largely Increased, 
uuu each or the Institutions has been 
. practically transformed. The Home 



which may be considered tho heal 
probably the model Prison-Gate Homo' 
is at Abbotsford, YIetorla. It re Pn > 
sents tbe highest stage of emclency 
that this work has reached. It was d» 
signed by the Army's architect, as*' 
erected at a cost of about ?1S,000. '.':" 

It has been described before; suffice 
to say that it Is perfectly enticing in 
Its arrangements. The dormltorleB, of 
which there are three, with an accom- 
modation for fifty-two men, are airy 
and bright, the iron bedsLtadn are 
covered with the whitest eounterpaneu, 
and the whole premises arc kept spot'' 
lesaly clean. The meeting and reading 
rooms are the perfection of comfort 
the dining, kitchen, and sitting rooms 
being detached with a view t« econ- 
omy In labor and other convenience. 
The workshops are replet with every 
needful appliance. The carpenters' 
shop Is alive with the bun: nr wood- 
working machinery for the uac of in- 
dulgent man who desires to acquire 
knowledge for bis benefit hereafter; 
the salvage sheds are sufficient for 
those whOBe ambUlons reach no high- 
er than the drudgery of unskilled 
labor, and the men are paid for lie 
work done. 

Tbe policy has heen bol'J sud int~- 
pid. The Sydney Homo was altered 
In 1896, when the Home held twenty- 
three ; now It will receive forty-one, 
and it Is nearly always filled T?iti 
needy men. As far as the arrasi;;*. 
ments ere concerned, it is a rspilca of 
Ahbotsford, though not so pprfect !n 
Its appointments, or ho well adapted 
to the wore: In hand. It stands in 
twenty-one seres of land, having kitcli- 
eu and uower gardens, and pleasant 
surroundings. A new Home has also 
been purchased at Brisbane. It is a 
pleasant property, In a quiet spot, con- 
sisting of nine acres of land, and where 
there are work-shcps, piggeries, gar- 
dene, and a river in which iiin m e s 
can bathe, together with a pleasant 
prospect. 

We have already dealt extensively 
with the Army's Social Work among 
women in its various branches, as also 
the Girls' and BoyB' Homes, we will, 
therefore r.lnne thie account by nnytng 
this sectiun of the Army's work in 
Australasia Is In an exceedingly 
healthy and prosperous condition from 
every pslnt of v;sw, and Its progr™ 
Is really very remarkable.

GAMBLING IS ROBBERY. 

Gambling, like every other aet of 
a human being, takes Its mora! char- 
acter from Its motive. 

Now, what ia tbe motive of gambl- 
ing ? 

1 believe it is always, at bottom, the 
desire to gain the property of another 
without attempting to give to that 
other any adequate value or service. 

It Is distinguished from stealing not 
so much hv Its motive as by lis meth- 
od. 

The thief and the gambler both de- 
sire to gain money without making 
nuy return : hut. ; in order to gratify 
this desire, the thief adopts the meth- 
od of violence or deceit, while the 
gambler induces his victim, or would- 
be victim, to consent to be plundered, 
if he, on his part, may have the chance 
of plundering his would-iis plunderer. 

Sometimes the gambler resembles 
the thief both in motive and method ; 
when, for Instance, he resorts to under- 
hand means to deceive the person 
with whom he enters Into apparent 
mutual risk. 

The gambler Is one who desires to 
possess hliiiuciC of hla neighbor's pro- 
perty without attempting to give in 
return any adequate value for service. 

Now, is the motive thus described 
right or wrong, elevating or debasing ? 

Gambling encourages nothing but 
selfishness, and, therefore, E ft ml>llng 
is evil In its very essenr.-; and prin- 
ciple, and selfishness Is always wrong, 
in small things aa woll as great, and 
no man can gamble, even in tho lowest 
degree, without setting the selHsh im- 
pulse into action.

CHAPTER XXXI. 
Ferdinand I A.D. 1650-1E64 

Ferdinand I. was already well known 
and much loved and respectful in 
Germany, where he had served his 
brother faithfully, and yet won the 
hearts of all the Germans, who knew 
him to he perfectly faithful to his 
word ; so much bo that when a noble- 
man, to whom he had promised some 
favor, acted bo as not to deserve It, 
he still gavs it, saying he cared more 
Tor his honor than for the man's dis- 
honor. 

The fierce old Pope, Paul IV., who 
was chosen in 1656, ha'ted all the house 
of Austria, because he was a Neapol- 
itan, and Spain had conquered his 
native kingdom ; and he would not 
acknowledge Ferdinand, except on con- 
dition of his giving up the peace of 
Augsburg and persecuting the Protest- 
ants. But this Ferdinand would not 
do, for the peace bad been chiefly of 
his own making, and he helleved tbat 
It tue .Pope would give up some of 
the customs of the Church of Rome 
they might yet he brought hack to It. Ii - 
deed be sent into Bohemia the Jesuits, 
a body of priests who had been formed 
in Spain, specially to attend to aduca- 
Liun and to the training of consciences, 
and they brought over a great many 
of the old Hussites to the Church. 

Though Ferdinand kept out oi the 
old war hutwoen Spain and France, 
while tbat was Btlll going on there was 
no chaaftw of calling together again 
the Council of Trent ; but when at 
last Henry II. of France was thorough- 
ly beaten in the battle of St. Quentln. 
by Philip II. of Spain, hoth Emperor 
and the Pope were anxious for it, and 
Bulla were issued inviting all. nations 
thereto, and also the Protestants. The 
Protestants met at Naumburg in Sax- 
ony to receive the message, which was 
sent to them by Cardinal Commendone. 
The Elector August, son of Moritz, 
took the lead, and told tba Cardinal 
that they could not accept the letters 
becaliBH Hie Pope called tbem his sons, 
and they did not own him for their 
father ; and they spoke so violently 
that he answerod tham with — "What 
mean ye by these hitter words against 
ono who has undertaken a long jour- 
ney In the cause of Christian unity?" 
And then he reproached them for their 
many divisions and Irrnverent ways. 
saying that over tho ■wincpot and the 
dice-box people disputed on the mys- 
teries or religion. They we™ a lit tin 
subdued by tnls rebuke, but they end- 
ed by declaring that whatever the 
Council might say, they would hold 
to the Confession of Augsburg. Only 
the Elector Palatine, who had takoc 
up the teachings of Calvin, which went 
even further from the Roman doctrine 
than did those of Luther, was very loth 
to sign the Confession, 

The Council met at Tront, and Fer- 
dinand tried to get the Bishops to 
consent to give tho Cup to the laity, to 
let the priests be married mon, to have 
parts of the service in the language 
or tbe country, to put a stop to selling 
indulgences, and to have fewer cardin- 
als, and better rules for electing the 
Pope. The French wished for these 
things also, but the Italians were 
against all ehange, and joined with 
the Spaniards against thorn. There 
was mnnh fierce ™iarre!!=g, and at 
last, though some rules were made, 
which have kept the Roman Catholic 
clergy in better order ever since, and 
prevented indulgences from ever being 
sold, they would make no other real 
reform, and destroyed all hope of 
bringing back the Protestants aa-J Cal 
vinislB. Ferdinand said the Council 
would do no good if it cat for a hun- 
dred years, and was very glad to havt- 
it broken up. However, in Germany, 
to please the Emperor, the Pope, for 
a time, allowed the administration of 
the Cup and the marriage of the 
clergy ; and Ferdinand strove hard to 
bring ahout the other matters he had 
asked for. He succeeded so far that 
there Is a part of the service still In
